2. Document Dl is considered the prior art closest to 

the subject matter of claims 1, 26 and 27 and 
discloses a knife comprising a spindle (12) and a 
cutting member (11) , a method for the production 
thereof and a method for detecting leaks in 
knives, from which the subject matter of claims 1, 
26 and 27 differs in that the cutting member 
comprises a cavity and in that the cavity is 
filled with a detection fluid. 



The subject natter :f claims 1 , 26 and 27 is thus 
novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 



The present invention can therefore be considered 
to address the problem of reducing the stress 
exerted on the cutting machine and of detecting 
any leaks in the cavity. The knife described in 
Dl has a hollow spindle (page 3, lines 111-113) , 
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Box No. V Reasoned statement under Article 35(2) with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability; 



citations and explanations supporting such statement 

which serves merely for attaching to an axle and 
therefore cannot reduce the stress exerted on the 
cutting machine and is not a hollow chamber in the 
cutting member which can be filled with a 
detection fluid. 



The solution to this problem as proposed in claims 
1, 26 and 27 of the present application therefore 
involves an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 



3. Claims 2-25 and 28-32 are dependent on claims 1 

and 27 and therefore likewise meet the PCT 
requirements for novelty and inventive step. 
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
